investigated 172 rural traf- 
fic accidents, In these ace 
cidents 84 persons were 
injured and 5 were killed, 
The fatalities occured in 
the following counties; 2 
in Winston and 1 each in 
Crenshaw, Escambia and 
Talledega, 

This brings the number 
of people killed in Alabama 
this year to 404 compared 
with 368 killed during the 
same period last year. This 
is an increase of 36 fata- 
lities, 

Capt. W., A, Hornsby, 
Dothan District Command- 
er, ,stated that the eight 
county Dothan district 
troopers investigated 14 
accidents with 9 injuries 
and no fatalities. The 
traffic law violations caus- 
ing these accidents were 
excesivie speed - driving 
while intoxicated - inatten- 
tion and wrong side of road, 

98 arrests and 126 
warnings were issued for 
these violations. The Doth- 
an District has 43 fatalities 
thus far this year compared 
with 39 at this time last 
year. District wise we are

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Death Claims Army 
Pilot In Vietnam 


U, S, Army Captain 
Franklin J, Hiner, 29 years 
old, husband of the former 
Cleo Roberts, social editor 
of The Elba Clipper, died 
June 25th as the results 
of injuries received in a 
mid = air collision while 
serving as aircraft com- 
mander of military hell- 
copters on combat oper- 
ation in South Vietnam, 

The crash happened 
early Tuesday morning as 
the helicopters were ferry- 
ing troops of the Royal 
Thai Army on a combat 
assault, 16 miles easte 
southeast of Saigon, 

The armada of WU. S, 
Army helicopters were 
speeding through poor 
weather with the clouds 
down to 200-300 feet and 
visibility only half a mile 
when two UHI helocopters 
collided in the air, The 
resulting explosion knock- 
ed down a third one flying 
close by. All twelve Amer. 
ican crewmen and their 19 
Thai passengers were 
killed and the three heli- 
copters were destroyed, 

Captain Hiner was ser- 
ving his second tour of duty 
in the war zone, He was 
assigned to the 240th 
Armed Helicopter Com- 
pany, 214th Aviation Batta- 
lion, 12th Aviation Group, 
Ist Aviation Brigade at the 
time of his death and served 
with the Ist Air Calvery 
on his first tour in Vietnam, 

Hiner was scheduled for 
rotation stateside in Sept- 
ember. He spent a week 
on leave in Hawaii with his 
wife during the first of May. 

The quite, modest young 
man had been awarded 
several medals for his per- 
formance under combat 


conditions, They included 
the Bronze Star; Air Medal 
with several Oak Leaf 
Clusters and a Purple 
Heart for wounds received 
on his first tour in the war 
zone, 

He was a graduate of 
Ogden High School, Ogden, 
Utah, attended Weber State 
College in Ogden and the 
University of Utah in Salt 
Lake City. Hiner was a 
veteran of six years in the 
Army and his last stateside 
station was Fort Carson, 
Colorado, 

Survivors other thanhis 
wife, include his mother, 
Mrs, Anna L, Hiner of Og- 
den; one sister, Mrs, Rose 
Ann Neilson of Ogden and 
a brother, Ray H, Hiner of 
La Puente, California, 

Funeral services and 
burial will be in Elba at 
a time to be announced 
later. A military funeral 
is planned,

Alabama General Man- 
lager, C, A, Swallows, said 
‘that when the new service 
is placed in operation, cus- 
jtomersS in these sixteen 
jexchanges will be able to 
dial their own  long- 


distance calls. With- the 
new system, over 100 mil- 
lion telephones in the 
United States and Canada 
can be reached by simply 
dialing the correct num- 
ber, Swallows said, The 
remaining 15 exchanges in 
General Telephone of Ala- 
bama’s southern Alabama 
operating area will becon- 
verted to the new system in 
the fall of this year, he 
said, 

Installation of the soph- 
isticated equipment which 
makes DDD possible began 
over a year ago, The equip- 
ment will actually “‘put 
through’’ the call, 

When a caller picks 
up his receiver to make a 
DDD call, he dials the ac- 
cess code, which is “‘l’’, 
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The access code connects 
his telephone with an auto- 
matic recording device 
known as a ‘“‘ticketer,’’ 
This is comparable to the 
usual procedure of dialing 
a. number to reach a long- 
distance operator, 

The caller next dials 
the area code designated 
for the place he is calling. 
For example, should the 
call be intended for 
Moultrie, Georgia, he dials 
the three-digit code 912, 
This is the ‘‘toll area 
code,’’ which is required 
only when dialing from one 
area into another, An At- 
lanta call, for another ex- 
ample, requires a prefix 
code of 404, which is appli- 
cable to a portion of the 
state that includes Atlanta,

With automatic toll tick- 
eting, each call is com- 
pleted and recorded exactly 
as dialed, If connection is 
made to a wrong number, 
however, the called may 
have the charge cancelled 
by immediatley reporting 
the error toa long-distance 
operator, 

Person - to ~ person 
calls, calls charged to an- 
other number, credit card 
calls and calls made from 
paystations, will continue 
to be made through the 
long - distance operator, 
Swallows said, An opera- 
tor is needed to assure 
that the desired person has 
been reached at the called

Five Steps To Producing Coastal Bermuda Hay 


There are no short cuts 
to producing top quality 
Coastal bermudagrass hay. 

Four simple rules for 
producing such hay are: 
fertilize it well, cut it of- 
ten, cure it quickly and 
store it properly, says J. 
R, Speed, Coffee County 
Extension farm agent. 

Coastal bermudagrass 
is one of the highest yield- 
hay crops, often producing 
as much as six to eight 
tons per acre, Speed adds, 
But, the amount of crude 
protein in the hay depends 
greatly on the amount of 
fertilizer used and cutting 
intervals. 

The agent suggests 
these things to produce bet- 
ter quality Coastal ber- 
mudagrass hay: 

1, Remove old stubles 
in late February or early 
March, Burning helps con- 
trol diseases, insects and 
weeds, but do it with cau- 
tion. 

2. Soil test, then lime 
and fertilize according to 


tthe lab’s recommenda- 


tions, 

3. Make first cutting 
when the grass is 15 to 18 
inches high and the next 
three cuttings at monthly 
intervals,

traffic laws, 


Speaking at his weekly 
press conference, the Gov- 
ernor said, ‘‘The first step 
in reducing traffic acci- 
dents isenforcement, This, 
we intend to do with every 
means available,” 

Governor Brewer con- 
tinued, “It is simply not 
fair for innocent and law- 
abiding drivers to be killed 
and maimed by irresponsi- 
ble and reckless drivers 
who disregard the rights 
of others,”’ 

The new point system, 
according to the Governor 


will include a rum punch 
party at the Poolside Patio 
when the British Colonial 
Hotel will be host, followed 
by a Luau at the Patiowhen 
the entertainment will in- 
clude Count Bernadine and 
his calypso combo, Friday 
the United States Steel 
Corporation will take the 
jounalists and guests ona 
catamaran trip around the 
Islands for most of the 
day.

The following is a list of points to be assessed against 
drivers for specific infractions under Gov. Brewer's order 
Wednesday. 

Leaving Scene of Accident 8 points 
Driving Over 90 on Interstate 5 points 
Driving Over 80 Except on Interstate 5 points 
Driving in excess of posted limit 3 points 
Failure to yield right-of-way 5 points 
Reckless driving 6 points 
Driving on wrong side of road 4 points 
Illegal passing 4 points 
Passing a stopped school bus 5 points 
Following too closely ... ; 3 points 
Disregarding trafiic contro! device 3 points 
All other moving violations 2 points 
Written warning for hazardous violation 1 point 
Accident where violation indicated but no arrest 1 point 

These are the penalties for an accumulation of points 
over a three-year period: 


12-14 points 
15-17 points 
18-20 points 
21-23 points 
24 points and above 


60 day suspension 
90 day suspension 
120 day suspension 
180 day suspension 
1 year suspension
